Washington, 
Feb.' ,. 22.—President 


Hai^jjjfglOias sent to'line Senate the 
names'j|? Secretary1; of the. Treasury 
Mellon, ;f|cretary: of State Hughes 
Secrcta^fffof Commerce Hoover, Sena- 
tor Smobt, Reputolicam, Utah and Re- 
presentative Burton, Republican, Ohio 
to be members of the Foreign Debt 
Refunding Commission. 


Upon confimation of the nominat- 


ions it is expected foreign debtor na- 
tions will be informed this country 
is prepared to begin negotiations for 
funding1 the eleven billion dollar Al- 
lied debt.. 


According to high officials negotia- 


tions will probably begun first with 
Great Britain looking to the funding 
of the five billion dollar debt owed to 
the nation and with the other foreign 
Governments in the order of the size 
of their debts. Under the Congres- 
sional authority creating the commis- 
sions, the amounts due from the for- 
eign nations may not be funded for 
longer than twenty-five years or at in- 
terest of less than 4% per cent.

The question of a soldier bonus 


and the method oC raising money to 
pay such a bonus is one of the ques- 
tions which 
is uppermost 
in 
the 


minds of the 
people of the United 


States at this time. 


This question will undoubtedly be 


settled in 
Washington by our ac- 


credited law makers and the opinions 
of isolated individuals will have lit- 
tle effect upin their decision. How- 
ever, :vs 
American citizens, wo are 


entitled 
to at 
least 
express 
our 


views. 


It seems to me that the boys who 


li-l't their jobs and the comforts of 
life to take up arms for their coun- 
try, whether actually engaged in con- 
fiiet or held in training camps until 
they are needed, should have all the 
consideration now that it is possible 
for their country to give them. 


The average American, having had 


comi'thinpr of a 
financial 
struffgle- 


iltirintr the past year, would be justi- 
fieri in remonstrating: afrainst further 
taxation for any other purpose than 
to pay the soldier lionus. But if such 
a measure is 
passed the 
American 


pconlc will pay it S'laclly. 


The truth of the matter is, how- 


ever, that the proposed soldier bonus

check 


nvri'y month, he needs employment. 


U is my 
notion that 
the law- 


makers at Washington and at every 
State Capitol in the United States 
nhoulil (ret busy 
immediately 
and 


. prosecute vigorously every possible 
proposition for public work, such as 
the erection of public buildings, ir- 
rigation and 
forestry projects, the 


building- of State, and National High- 
ways, or any other projects that will 
offer employment. Also 
that 
the 


government take a hand in adjusting 
wage disputes between employer and 
employe, with a view to 
hastening 


the return to normal conditions and a 
normal demand for skilled and un- 
skilled labor. 


Furthermore I believe it to be the 


duty of every employer of men at 
this time to give preference where- 
ever possible to the" ex-service men. 


I am in favor of the bonus, I hope
